bers of the Illinois legislature who 
represent the citizens of the state 
are the measures of tlie intelligence

The legislature is not to be censur­ 
ed because of the condition of edu­ 
cation in our state. 
All of the leg­ 
islators are voting on these bills In 
an effort to provide relief for the 
children of the slat*- 


M o st *seri«tu% C r isis 
’ At the present time the schools 
of this Mate are facing 
the most 
serious financial crisis in the his­ 
tory of Illinois. liv e years ago* the 
school system of the state was cost­ 
ing Illinois almost 6150,000,000 
a 
year, but this am ount has declined 
to about $100,000,000. This 
redue- 
tin has not affected all commun­ 
ities to the same degree, but has 
struck with 
tremendous 
force 
in 
the poorer rommunlnes, where the 
reduction has amounted not only to 
30 per rent but to a« high as 80 
per cent. 
*‘It might be interesting for you 
to know that there are 12,000 sep­ 
arata school 
districts 
in Illinois 
which is far too many, 
There is a 
plan under 
consideration 
at this 
time to reduce this number by con­ 
solida’ion. 
Each of the e districts 
make their own levy in its own ter­

This year the sum of ten 
and one-half milium dollars is to 
be raped by the state which is not

whatever that means.” 
He dwelt upon the plan to rem ­ 
edy the situation as proposed by 
the State Teachers association, dis- ; 
cus.sitig th*' various relief bills now 
on file in Springfield. 
In referring | 
to the state s responsibility of the [ 
school system, he remarked 
that 
Illinois ought to support its schools 
to th r extent of approximately $30,- 
000.000 
He then pointed out that 
while the district 
valuations had 
become depressed the income of the ( 
state 
had 
practically 
doubled 
through the medium of many com­ 
paratively new taxes which are of 
the non-property type of taxation. 
Not only the poor and unemployed 
of the state entitled to relief but 
th*' children of Illinois who are be­ 
ing cheated out <>t an educ ation and 
the teachers 
who 
are not being 
paid are equally deserving oi some 
relief, he added. 
In conclusion he 
stated that th*- teaching profession 
of the state was not trying to force 
additional taxation upon the citiz­ 
ens as opposing propoganda would 
lead on«1 to believe. 
Distributive Fund 
In his plea for relief for the state 
school 
system. 
Secretary 
Moore 
continued with this statement: 
The 58th General Assembly at 
its regular session in 
th*- 
first 
half of 1933 appropriated to the 
common school fund $10,500.000 a 
year, or $21,000,000 for the bien­ 
nium beginning July I, 1953, and 
ending June 30, 1935. 
Tins com­ 
mon school fund 
is 
commonly 
called "the state distributive fund” 
because it is raised by some form 
of state taxes and is distributed 
as state Hid to ail the elem entary 
schools of the state. 
S ta te T ax D ropped. 
Preceding the year 193.5. a state 
tax on property was levied and a 
state tax rate was fixed to raise 
a p art of thi1 stat«1 revenues. In­ 
cluding the am ount appropriated 
to the common school fund. 
Hut 
no such state tax rate was fixed 
in 1933, ami th«* common school 
fund for the present biennium was 
to be raised from other sources. 
So, the General Assembly enacted 
a law* providing th at after March 
1. 1934, and the first day of each 
month thereafter,

S tate T reasurer and A uditor shall 
direct the transfer of monl**s in 
the occupational tax fun«i so that 
one-twelfth of the am ount levied

Now one-twelfth of th«1 $10,500,- 
000 appropriated

ginning with March 1, 1934, the 
officials n a m e d above have each 
month transferred from the occu­ 
pational tax fund to the common 
School furxl $875,000.
